Librarian Bargaining Continues with Sessions at Davis and UCLA 
Librarian bargaining will resume at UC Davis on January 15 and at UCLA on February 1. After nine months of bargaining, UC has provided no 
data in support of their Low salary proposal, and they have failed to pass written proposals on a long list of articles. Our team notified UCOP 


negotiators in December that we expect them to present salary data and written proposals at the January 15 session. Check the librarian 
bargaining blog for the most recent updates.

UCI members are 
welcome and encouraged to attend and participate in the meeting. Details coming soon.
